The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 1 is indefinite because it recites a range within a range in lines 10-11 
thereof. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-11, 14-15 and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fabre (cited by the applicant). Fabre discloses a set of elements (such as element 10 in Fig. 1) 
having all of the structural elements of the claims, such as those recited on lines 3-6 of claim 1, 
for example. Since the devices of Fabre have all of the claimed structure, they are presumed to 
be inherently capable of all of the claimed functions, such as those recited in lines 7-14 of claim 
1, for example. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. Claims 12, 13, 16, 17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fabre. Fabre discloses most of the elements of the claims (as indicated above with respect 
to claims from which claims 12, 13, 16, 17 and 20 depend), but does not teach the specific 
limitations of these claims. On the other hand, it would have been obvious to construct the 
devices of Fabre as claimed, for the purpose of facilitating easier use thereof. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed on 1/29/03 have been considered but are not persuasive. The 
rejections for anticipation are based on the fact that since the device of the applied reference has 
all of the structural elements of the claims, it is presumed to be inherently capable of all of the 
claimed functions. The applicant appears to argue that the device of Fabre is not inherently 
capable of the claimed functions. In support of this argument the applicant points to how the 
device of Fabre is intended to be used, as disclosed in the reference itself. The problem with 
these arguments is that they do not show that the Fabre device can not be used as set forth in the 
claims. Looking at independent claim 1, for example, the device of Fabre can be described as a 
flat structure having front and rear surfaces and at least one edge as claimed. It has a plurality of 
protrusions on at least one of the surfaces, each protrusion having a body portion extending away 
from the element. Since these are all of the structural elements recited in claim 1, and since are 
all disclosed in Fabre, the device taught in the reference is presumed to be inherently capable of 
all of the claimed functions including leaning a first element against a second, etc. as recited in 
the claim. This is true under the relevant Rules in spite of the fact that Fabre may disclose a 
different manner of using the devices therein.
